Dean Stanley Frost, of the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research, said it was important 
to consider how to enforce rcs> 
ponsibility in Daily policy. He 
claimed there was no effective 
control over the editorial policy 
of the newspaper, informants re- 
ported. 

The Editor-in-Chief could not 
be censured, only fired, Dean 
Frost pointed out. And there 
were no restraints imposed by 
circulation figures since the Daily 
was distributed free on campus. 

Unless students were prepared 
to turn the paper into an open 
forum type of journal, he said, 
the Daily would have to be res- 
ponsible to council or to the cam- ^ 
pus at large. 

Phil Goocli, SC representative 
from Architecture, then asked 
if, in view of the latest dispute 
between council and the Daily, 
the Senate would set up a com- 
mittee to look into the legal as- 
pects of the affair. 

It was then that Dr. Robertson 
indicated the Senate did not 
wish in any way to interfere with 
what it considered to be a purely 
student issue. 

Tlie principal suggested that 
the joint meeting si)ould concern 
itself with the general tenor of 
Dean Frost's remaries.

It must be recognised that workers of 
any nation must have the right to time off 
with ' pay ' and also to paid vacations. It is 
often difficult for the worker, forced to sup- 
port a large family to save sufficient money 
to allow his. time off with pay to become a 
genuine recreative experience. 

Hence, it is clear that if the worker can- 
not himself afford the vacation, the state 
must make, at either minimal or no cost, 
such recreative opportunity available to him. 
This could be accomplished with little dif- 
ficulty, given a state sufficiently interested 
in the welfare of its citizens to attempt its 
implementation. 

The state could, for example, build or 
charter cruise ships, and, assuring single 
class service on each, allow the workers to 
cruise on these ships at a cost consistent 
with the average worker's ability to pay t 
next to nothing. Further, the government 
could. . or purchase major resorts and 
make them accessible to the workers. Skiing 
excursions could be chartered by the state, 
which would assign to the participating 
worker not only transportation to the slopes 



would also provide skiing equipment and 
Instruction, 

The question arises immediately as to 
where the money is to come from. The so- 
lution is not very difficult. Each worker 
would be required to be a member of a 
national workers' recreative syndicate, to 
which he would contribute a small percenta- 
ge of his pay. This- contribution, coupled 
with the minimal charge which would be 
assigned for each vacation, would defray 
the greatest percentage of the cost of the 
vocation. The rest would be borne by the 
government. 

In fact, at one time, such a plan existed. 
It was called "Kraft durch Freude", or 
"Strength through Joy", and was imple- 
mented by the German National Socialist 
Party in 1934. It remained in effect until 
the Second World War. It need hardly be 
stressed that the programme had nothing 
whatever to do with Socialism. The plan was 
a welfarist plan, implemented by a Fascist 
government. Which is not to suggest that' 
^'Kraft durch Freude" in particular, or wel- 
farism in general, is a bad thing. 

Simply, then, socialism has. nothing 
whatever to do with welfarism. Certainly, 
welfarist legislation must arise directly out 
of. the socialist state. Socialism demands

Hence, the suggestion that welfarism legis- 
lation is "creeping socialism", or socialism 
cf any sort. Is false. Welfarism legislation 
is in fact used to give to people the mistaken 
Impression that the state is operating in 
their best interests. It gives them the Impres- 
sion that something genuine is, being done 
for them, and. that the socio-economic na- 
ture of their state is consonant with their 
interests. 

Within this context, we must view with 
critical interest the phenomenon of René 
Lévesque. He Is allowed, indeed encou- 
raged, to "sound l|ke q^^^iaHst". However, 
his sphere of action is restricted to the area 
of welfarism. Were Quebec fo introduce 
something resembling the nazi "Kraft" pro- 
gramme the implementation of the plan 
would be left to Lévesque. The people would 
be left, and quite deliberately, with the im- 
pression that socialist legislation hod been ' 
passed. 

Since the noture of the Lesage govern- 
ment precludes it from taking any steps 
whatever in the direction of socialism, the 
bnly alternative open to it is to create the 
impression that it is a socialistic government 
by defining programmes which really hove 
nothing to do with socialism as socialistic, 
and then proceeding to implement them. As 
always, a little radical talk does no harm 
ot all. 

Hence, Lévesque. He is allowed to soy 
what he will, and has to a very great extent 
succeeded in convincing Quebec's "Left Li- 
berals" that, in sympathising with him and 
his programmes, they ore in sympathy with 
the more humanistic and workable aspects 
of socialism. They also are sincerely con- 
vinced that ihey ore qualitatively different 
from the conservatives. Which is, of course, 
exactly as the Lesage government would 
wish it. The government recognises that no 
state is quite so secure from genuine so- 
cialism as that state whose citizens honestly 
and utterly mistakenly believe that it has
